the ‘“‘white oaks’’ of Oakland Lodge, 
a dozen strong. Attired in natty 
costumes they marched with mili- 
tary precision and got applause all 
along the line. 

Red fire, confetti and streamers of 
various colors were thrown by the 
spectators and the parade and en- 
tire main section of the city beamed 
forth in an array of colors and 
lights, which will be a lasting re- 
membrance of the big time.

While the vote was light, 
strong sentiment in favor of Long 
was apparent throughout the count- 
ing. On the west side of town 


Bro. R. F. Burns of Grass Valley | Hayes polled his heaviest vote of 123, 


but then only defeated Long in that 
precinct by 45 votes. 

It was a sweeping victory for Long 
and his friends at the Lincoln school, 
where he carried the day two to one. 
In other words, out of a total of 360 
votes, Long got 240, only 120 re- 
maining for the real estete man.:

That is the method which other towns are employing. Sacra- 
mento expects to raise her share that way, and incidentally it may 


be mentioned that Sacramente expects to spend over $35,000 this 
year in entertaining in various ways and’ not 4 cent of it.is to comie 
out of the city treasury. It is true, of course, that Sacramento is 
much larger than Richmond—three, or perhaps even ‘as much as. five 
times as large, though we do not believe it is much over three and a 
half times—and it is not to be expected that this town can raise as 
much money as the Capital City, but she dught to do proportionally as 
well. There should not be any great difficulty in raising, say $7500, 
and that can do this city an enormous amount of good. 

Let us deal frankly with this subject. Next year there is going 
to be an enormous number of visitors’to this part of the United States. 
Several hundred thousand people are coming to visit the big show 
across the bay. Are we going to make an effort to attract them? If 
we are, now is the time to get our literature about Richmond and cir- 
culate it in those sections from which the visitors are to come. If 
they do not know that we are here thousands who would come here 
to invest/and make their homes with us will pass us by like ships in 
the night and never know we are on earth.

; be raised. TEN CENTS apiece will more than make up the sum. 
Certainly we can all stand that, and enough of us can stand more 
to make up for the children. Richmond must not go before the 
' world as a petty community unable to raise $1500 for a purpose like 
that. If she does she will not only not go forward, but she will go 
backward. She will not stand still, because no community can stand 
still. While it is standing still other communities are going ahead 
end consequently she is going nearer and nearer to the rear, and 
the result is that she gets distanced in the race. Let us up and be

fact there is danger that the people may decide to recall you, and 
then where would you be? How.could you continue to work for the 
city for love? How would ‘you like to be shorn of your authority? 
_ *""We' mention thes@ facts not as & threat, but simply to put our 
aldermanic friends ‘‘wise.’’ And a word to the wise, they know, is 
sufficient. It is more than likely that if the people find their repre- 
sentatives will not hearken to a petition they may decide to put in 
councilmen who know the voice of their masters when they hear it.
